2. Frigidity or Coldnefs, doth coole, conjoyn, infpiffate, and 
hinder digeftion, by the obtufion of calidity,and by fhutting the 
paflages hindereth diftribution: alfo if excefstve, it (o filleth; 
that it cxpelleth the juice, coagulates and congeales, as poy“ 
fon, &e. 

3. Humidity or Moifture, is of eafie feparation, lenifying and 
Jubrifying: if éxcefsive;it burdeneth the fpirits;and loadeth the 
(ame: andif aqueous, it caufeth naufeoufnefs, and fuffocates | ww 
the excitation of heat, caufeth flatulencies, oppilations, flow. MIN 
nefs of action, and debility of motion, and of the parts : other. " 
wife it lenifies, lubrifies, loofeneth, maketh the bloud and fpi- 
rits more groffe, and obtundeth the acrimony of humors, as 
mallomes, Xc. 

4« Siccity ot Drynefs, doth colligate, and bind, and caufea 
ftronger difpofition of the body: if excefsive, it conftringeth 
the paffages, and hindereth the excretion, prefreth forth the 
juice out of the body; and caufeth tabefaction: ifinthelaft de- 
ree; it confutneth moifture, cauferh interception, fuffocation; 
and death, as cre[fes; &c.

The fecond Qualities are x. The Malatiick or mollifying, t6] 


which the ecpuetick or fuppurating hath affinity ; forboth save) og 


an equal and fymmetrick heat, and acorrefpondent ficerty, yet 
differing in mode. The fuppurating doth produce heat moft like 
unto that of the body, without any confumption or addition of 
humidity. The emollient accends heat a little beyond the pro- 
portion of nature, and contracteth a little humidity, wherefore | 
that rather operates by quantity than by the quality of heat, but 
the emollient,rather by quality. Therefore that which is exactly 
Seppuratory is emplaftick,, yet (ometimes emollitionis the con- 
fequent of humidity, if yoyned with moderate calidit or heat, 
andis ufefulin feirrbus s, and tumors; and though emollition 
may be by humettation and evacuation, yetits properly by hea- 
ling, loofening and callignation : Emollients being moderately 
dry and hot, 20 or so in fcirrbus's; and proportionable in other 
tumors, Hereto belongsthe cbalaflick or loofening 5 yet this is 
lefs hot, and more mo:flening than the emollient, and of athin 
fubfiance. 

2. Scleryntick or hardening, which properly isthat, which 
doth exiccate without any excefs of heat or cold; for cold alfo 
may make obdurate, as alfo too much heat, yet after another 
mannerthan only by exiccation, for though that which is dry 
is hard, yet all that is hard is not dry. But Siccity doth dry and 
induratetwo wayess fc. by altering and making more dry the 
effence of the patts,which moft properly ; or by cosfuming the 
humors in the pores; yet fometimes obduration may alfo be 
d by repletion ox fullnefs ; and fome fay, it is; by cold and 

ryne[fs. 

M. Vi vaiotick and rarefying, or diapboretick and refolvings 
which are moderately hot, with teausty of parts, and very little res 
ficcant or drying, for excefsive heat doth not rarefie but buras 
and by adwflion doth conden(ate and dry. But moderate beat opens 
eth the paflages, and deeply penetrateth by the tenwity of its fub» 
ftance;and eafeth pain; alfo it openeth the pores and attenuates 
thefubftance; The proper Diaphorticks, are hot; dry, and of 
thin parts, attenuant, mollifying, and difcuffing wind: and the 
Rarefacient moderately hot, like our own heat, moiftening, and 
of thin parts. 

4. Pycknotick or condenfating , contrary to the rarefacient, 
contratiimg the pores, and tncraffating what is rarefied and hu: 
mid,and making it more folid, which is in thofe things which 
refrigerate yet are not terrene, or aerious, but aqueous, andare 
nothing at all, or but little affringent ; for thefe do weakly con- 
tract, and bind, fc. by reafon of their foftne/s. 

s. Anaftomotick or aperient, opening the mouths of the vef. 
fels, and is in thofethings that are of groffe parts, bot; beyond 
the firt degree, fbarp; and biting. 6. Steg. 
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6. Stegnotich or binding, contracting, occluding, and cons 
fringing, fhutting the mouths of the veffels, and refraining 
fenfible excretion, and is in thofe things which are frigid, of 
groffe parts, and without acrimony, as many terrene bodies are 3 
for thofe things which ought ftrongly to conflipate and bind; 
muft alfo havea more ftrong and ren:tent faculty; yet fome 
binders are bot and dry; and of thick fubftance 5 and otherss 
glutinous. 
7. Heltlick, epifpafteck ot drawing, attracting the humors 
from the center; and is in thofe things which are bot, and of thin 
arts : forthat which is bot attratletb, and that. more ftrongly 
which hath a conjun& tenuit of parts 5 but thofe moderately 
attract, which are hot and dry in the fecond degree, if in the 
third more effectually, & chiefly thofe that are foin the fourth 3 
for the attraction is according to the degree of heat,and is either 
mote natural, or by putrefaction. yet {ome things attract Jpeci- 
fically, and not by a manifeft quality : as things that are cathar- 
tick or purging, aud alexitery, or refifling poyíon. 

s. Apocrouflich ot repercutient, repelling the humors flowing 
from the center, as in thofe things which are frigid and of groffe 
parts. Forthat which is cold repelleth; andifit hatha cra[situde 
of parts alfo, it is more violent, asthat which is acerbe oraw- 
flere 5 yet thofe things alfo repell which are a/tringent, efpeci- 
ally thofe which are helped by the tenvity of their parts : forthe 
thinnefs of the fubjtance doth much condace to aftriction, 
therefore other things that are aftrictive, by reafon of the craf- 
fitude of their fubftance, cannot eafily penetrate the more re- 
mote parts, precinding the paffages. Hereto may the Defen fives

9. Rybtick; ab/tergent or cleanfing, removing glutinous and

12. Emplaftick, vifcid,or clammy, contrary to the abjterfive s 
for being applyed, it doth tenaciou/ly’inhere in the pores of the 
skin, fill and cbfirué the fame,.as in thofethings thatare fat, 
and glutinous; as alfo éerrene,wanting acrimony, & afperity or 
roughneí:.

14. Anodyne, paregorick or eafing pam, as in thofe things 
which have thin parts, and are moderately bot, not much exe 
ceeding the temperate, fc. being bot inthe firft degree and rare- 
facient: fo evacuating; digelling, ravefying, extenuating, Con- 


cocling, and equalizing whatfoever humor either fharp, tough, 


or grofje;is inhering in the (maller pores, or grieved parts : and 
all vaporous cra[$, groffeorcold /pirits, not finding way of eva- 
cuation; andare moiftening, aqueous or acral, of thin fab- 
fiance, and notafiringent. 
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1g. Narcotick ot flapifying the parts by its coldaefs,and not 
properly mitigating the pam, nor taking away the cases of the 
grief 5 yetfiupor is fomewhat lefs than mfenfibility, or the prt- 


vation-of fenfe: che fame alfo is H»ypnotick; or fommfick, and 


|! eaufeth fleep being taken; fc; its (ubjech which doth vehem ent- 


ly refrigerate, fc. in the 4th degree 5 fo that it doth not only 
fiapifie the fenfe, but being liberally taken, caufeth death, as 
opium, andthat not only by its exwperant quality ; butalfo by 
acertain propriety of fubflance and its concurring effence, its 
narcotick, vebemency being but little repreffed bythe mixture of 
hot cotre&ers; though it hath fome bitter parts. 

16. Amythick, meta(yncruick, or rubefacient, caufing redne/*, 
contrary tothe former, caufing pain, as in thofe things which 
heat and diffolve unity 5: of this kind alfo are Efcharoticks, caus 
fing crufts, which are hotter, Cauflick, or burning: not only 
bot and dry in the fourth degree, but alfo ofa groffe confiflence, 
therefore being fixed in any part, they excruciate and torment 
the fame by their /tiffne/s: like unto thefe; are thofe things 
that are Septick or corrofive, which are vehemently: bot and 
dry, but of thin parts and confiftence ; which therefore witha 
little pain and biting, or elfe without any fenfeof pain clrquate 
the part, andare called alfo putrefaclives :  Hereto alfo belong 
the P ilotbra, extirpating the hair. And Veficatories,vety hot, 
and of thin parts. 

The third Qualities arife from the mixtureof the f/f? and fe- 
cond, and are 1. The Ecpuetick or fwppurating , turning into 
matter contufed flefb and humors remaining in fmellings, as in 
thofe things which are moderstely /ot,and next unto emollients; 

yet differing in this, that they have alfo an emplaftick, taculty; 
obítru&ing the pores, increafing the fubftance of-beat, and not 
intending the quality; & arealfo called pepticks or maturatives. 

a. Sarcotick or generating flefps asin thofe things which pra- 
duce flejb in hollow wicers, and fill the cavities, andare hot in 
the frf degree, a little deterfive and that without biting and 
allriction. Alfo moderately drying; vix. under the fecond de- 
gree. And fuchas Impinguate, ot make fat, are heating, nou- 
rifhing, impulfive, attractive, retentive, or {pecifick ; .as the 
feed of Hemp, kernel of the Indian nut, and powder of Sareocol. 

3. Colletick ox conglutinating, as inthofe things which dry ia 
the fecond degree, and are in ameane as to thofe which generate 
fiefos and cicatrixe 3 they are not abflerfive, but affringent, and 
prohibit che Aux of humors tothe lips of wounds, ulcers, and. 
fiftula s ; they arealfo called fymphyticks, traumatitks and enai- 
ma; and ate temperate, and of a thick. fubflance, fttongez or 
weaker according to the perfonor part. 

4, Epulotich, ox cigatriging, as in thofethings which greatly

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dry, and bind without biting, drinking the humidity of the j 


fle(b; and contracting the fame, and covering witha thin callus 
like unto the skin; therefore do more dry than incarnatives or 3 
glutinatives, for they bind, contract; conflipate, and indurate ; 
and are of thick fwbftance and cold: there is alfo a fharp and 
biting epulotick that confumes dead flefb called Cathairetick, and 
a Third; drying without aftriction. 

5. Porotick, or generating callus, by which broken bones are 
ferruminated and knit, and is neither bone nor flefh but betwixt 
both, being a hard, dry, white body: tothe generation of which 
are required a convenient dyet, and medicines applyed which are 
emplallick, and moderately hot, drying, thickning, hardning, 
and binding. 

6. Diwretick ot provoking urine, as 1. Inthofe things thatare 
moift and liquid, and of a thin confiftence, and ea fie penetration, 
encreafivg the quantity of urine; fo operate by accident. 2. In 
thofe things which purge and attenuate and open the pajJages, 
{ome of which arecold; and of thin parts ; fometimes expel- 1 
ing what fticks inthe paffages: which operate aftcr a middle 
way, fometimes by accident, tempering exuperant heat which | 
feifeth on the veines & refolveth the ferous humidity, that the hi- 1 
mors may be more eafily attracted by the rens, and defcend by 
the bladder. 3. In thofe things which purge the paffages, and 
open the fame, extenuate grofle humors and the blound, and fepa- 
vate what is extenuated from the more groffe parts; which the 
yeins then eafily attract and fend away by the urinarie paffages : 
which kinds of Diwreticks ate very botand dry, to wit inthe 3d 
degree, fbarp, and ofa very thin fübítance; coactive and fepa- 
rating. 

7. Lithontriptich orbreaking tbe ftone, diffolving andexpel- 
ling thegravel, as in thofe things which are Diswretzck, hot, dry, 
and of thin parts s (barp; but more remiffely, and (omewhat 
bitter. Alfo fome do it by incifion and deterfion,without much 
heat; fome by afperity ; and others by occult property. 

g. Emmenonagogick, ox drawing out the termes, as in thofe 
things which are bot and of thin parts, that they may conco& 
and digeft crude humors, extenuate and incide the groffe and 
tough, and remove obfiructions by clenfing the paffages : fuch 
as ate all proper Disreticks: which alfo promote the expurgati- 
on of the menfes; and if they arealío flinking or bitter, they ate 
more effectual: ftinking things depreffing the womb, and the 
bitter being purging. There are alfo accidental by[lerichs: as 
thofe which are Analeptick or ftrengthning after extenuation s 
or which refrigerate and bumect the body dryed by too much 
heat: tothefealfo have affinity, thofe things which expel the 
ecundine and Dead-birth; efpecially thofe which are more 
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ftrong, fc. bot and of thin parts, linking and bitter with acrimo 
ny; efpecially if taken in a great quantity, and often. The 
proper are hot 2? or 3°, and dry 1? or 2°, of meanly groffe fub- 
fiance, and bitter withacrimony ¢ the contrary ate the aftrin- 
gents. 

o. Bechickor helping the cough, as in thofe things which caufe 
ot flop the fame? for thofe things which conduce to the ex- 
pectoration of groffe humors, do alfo caufe coughing; but ou 
the contrary,thofe things which mcra/Jate thin humors ftop and 
eafeit: but thofe things are bot and of thin parts, and extenu- 
ating which expe&orate tough humors; yet thereare alfo os 
thers which in fome meafure purge the breaf#t;not mech bot;nor 
very dry, but a little moiftening, orat leaft lenifying what is ex- 
a[perated 5 yet Diuretichs of the middle kind alfo are agreeable 
to the breafé and lungs 5 which if they are cold; they incraffate 
thin humors and hop coughing, andefpecially thofe that are 
narcotick, or ftupefying. 

10. Galactogenetick or generating milk, as partly in meats, 
partly in medicines 3 as fot meat, it’s fuchas is ewchymick and 
polytrophick, or of good juice and of much nourifhment; and 
a Little hotter and dryer if the bloud be cold and pituitous ; but 
more moift and lefs hot, if troubled with choller. Medicaments 
caufing milk are of thin parts and hot, and of affinity to thofe 
things which properly provoke urine, yét moft gentle; but 

-thofe things which are more trong and provoke the courfes .hia- 
der thegeneration thereof by too much eliquation of the hu- 
mors. Alfo things too cold; thickning, digefting, or drying, 


binder the fame. 
11. Spermatogenctichor generating [Perme, as in thofe things 


which are bot and not very dry but flatulent, as alfo aliment of 


good juice, and whatfoever increafeth the quantity of bload. 
Alfo it’s ffimulated by thiugs that are fharp. and hindered by 
things very coldand difcutient. 

12. Hydrotick or provoking fireat, as in things of chin parts 
andhot; yet fome are aftringent and cold, working occultly. 
Alfo the Cofmetick, forthe skin, ate extenuating, laxative, €- 
mollient, cleanfing, and difcuffing ; for the teeth, cleanfing and 
binding ; for the hair, healing, drying, and binding; forjcur/;

Hereunto belong fumale candles made of odoriferous powders, 
with tragacanth, ftorax &c. as alfo Troches forthe fame, not 
differing in the way of making. 46. Inuntlory balfames, lini» 
ments and vnguents, hardly differ in their preparation, but coz-

cond a little harder, and fearce fluid: the third more hard, and 
leffe fluid: andare made of oyl, butter, fats, marrow, rofins; 
mucilages, juyces &c. as alfo of powders and things that may 
bemelted. To 1. ounce of oyl is ufed of fat almoft 1, or 3 
dramsinliniments. r.dram ora half in balfams. 1.dram and 
2 hal£or half an ounce in ointments, with one dram of pow- 
der&c. Alfo Bal[zmes are without wax, Liniments have alittle 
Or none;as t. dram to 1 ounceof oyl; but Fnguents have more; 
and fometimes gums, andare made by mixture or liquefaQion. 
47. Cauteries ate made of the lye of black fope boiled almoft in- 
toa flone,calledcorrofive. 48. Effinces are madecf the juyce 
of greenherbs, preffed out with the Spirit of wine, digefted in 
B. M. coloured, feparated by inclination, and boyled witha 
little fugat into the form of afyrupe. 49. Lixives are made of 
three 
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three ounces of water or wine to one ounce and an half of afhes. 
co. Mulfe is made of one part of honey, andtwoor three of 
wine mixed and decoét, water alfo may beadded. $1.Mucilages 
are made of Seeds, as of quinces, mailows, fleawort, flax, and 
ma:fh mallows &c.a little Qamped, and (tceped in a convenient 
liquor, thickned by gentle heat, and preffed through a linnen 
cloth; fe. to every ounce of liquor one dram of feeds. 52. Pfi- 
lothrons ot de»ilatories, are made of lime and alittle arfnick 5 
and pepper and flowerof falttorubifie. 53. Precipitates, ate 
made by tolution in fome liquor, and by feparation from the 
fame, by fubfidenceintheform of a powder. 54. Rofins are 
drawn out ofgummous bodies,with rofewater &c.

or more, as alfo in baths and clyfters; not being efficatious 
therein, unlefsina great quantity: when fre(b they are more 
effectual to refrigerate, hume&, or loofen ; and are therefore 
ufed only in fyrups, and apozemes, and other deco&tions of the 
like nature, and that from half a pugil to more; and are not 
weighedexceptforconferves. 3. Fruits, if great; whole and 
difcrete, ate prefcribed by number and not weight, except fome 
part thereof only be to be ufed, and in exa& compofitions. And 
in fome the diverfification is to be made according to the {cope 
and afe, as prunes, tamarinds &c. forif ufed to refrigerate or 
alter choller a little number will fuffice.as two or three couple; 
but ten or twenty ifto purge: foof figgs &c. in inward reme- 
dies ; for in baths if to cleanfe and relaxate they may be putin, 
in agreater quantity, fc, fifty couple; and loofening, detergent. 
and emolbent fruits from ten to twenty. The refrigeesting and 
lenient, in inje&ions againft the inflammation of theinteftines 
to ten couple, as prunes, febeftens and tamarinds : fo allo the

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fers for fluxes, but inaleffe quantity in altering decoctions, 
left they fhould caule obftructions. The detergent in loofening 
remedies from twenty couple to forty,andin the altering to five 
or fix couple; but in pectoral decoctions, or fyrups inamean 
quantity; or to ten couple, as figgs, iujubes &e. aifo the pulpe 
thereof is prefcribed by meafure, asthe pulp of raifins to two 
ounces in folutive electuaties ; in Lohochs in a mean, and in 
hepatick, corroborating or malactick cataplaímes trom a quar- 
ter of a pound to a pound ; fo all affringent fruits; Theleffer 
fruits, as currans &c. ina greater or Jetler weight, according to 
the fcope, nature, ftrength and form of the remedies: andthe 
indiferete fruits are pretcribed by weight, not number. 4. Seeds, 
are alwaies proportioned by weight. The hot and pleafant to 
one or two drams, as anifeed &c. in peptick powders : the leffe 
acceptible to half or one dram, andthe more fharp ina leffer 
quantity; the remperate from one dram to an ounce in inward 
remedies ; and in baths, fomentations, and clyfters, from one 
ounceto more. The Diwretick, accordingto the fcope and a- 
crimony: if to provoke urine, from one dram to three or fours 
and with purging remedies from a fcruple ro adram. Andin 
aperient remediesina mean quantity. In arteriacks from one 
fcruple to a dram, as alfo in Bechicks. Thofe that expel winds 
in clyfters, remedies eafing pain and the collick, from two 
drams to fix: in antidotes from onedram tothree : the botte 
fecds,ufed powdered in inward remedies from one fcruple to one 
dram, and in theexternal from twodrams to an ounce 5 but in 
decoétions to be taken inwardly, from one dram to three; and 
in external remedies, from three fcruples to an ounce and half.
